SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any boy 
or girl under sixteen years to be or remain up- 
on the streets or sidewalks, or lit any public 
plate in Beno, Nevada, after th« hour ot eight 
o'clock p M .'except that such boy or girl be in 
the uecessury or iutual discharge of duties, 
services or cuands required of him or her bj 
his or her parent, guardian or employer, or be 
returning horua in n qniet nnd orderly manner, 
without undue loitering or delny, from such 
visit or place of Hmusemeut ns ho or she may 
have gone to with the <onsei.t ot his or her 
parent, guardian or employer. 


SECTION f.. It is hereby made the duty of 
the Constable of Beno TownBliip to cause the 
bell < f the Beno Engine House tn be sounded 
eight times on each an<? tvery evening of the 
week at the hour of eight o'clock. 


SECTION 3 Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing twenty ($20i dollars, or by imprisonment 
in the County Jail for & term not exceeding ten 
days or by both such fine and imprisonment.

Our reporter, meeting Colonel John 


A. Hudson, a. gentleman deeply versed 
in the fleecy meshes of the wool mystery, 
had the pleasure of eliciting from that 
expert some information concerning the 
business in which he is engaged and 
well posted. The following conversa- 
tion explains itself : 


"Colonel, how about the price of 


wool, this season ? Does your jovial 
countenance bear evidence of a rise iu 
the commodity ? " 
" Well, I don't know about my coun- 


tenance, but I know about the improve- 
ment in the wool trade, os prices have 
materially changed for the better, in the 
last fifty days." 


"What are the running prices, any- 


how ? " 
"Well, in the months of July and 


August, 13 to 15 cents or thereabouts 
was a good figure : but those holding 
for later sales got better prices, having 
been paid, fis the market improved." 
" How do you estimate the present 


rate will remunerate the wool men ? " 


"With such a prue, sheep owners 


can take breath for a new lease of life, 
and comfort their hearts with an expec- 
tation of placing then- business on a 
fairly paying basis." 
"Is there any organization in this 


country which controls the wrjol busi- 
ness, something akin to the Standard 
Oil Company or the telegraph and rail- 
road corporations ? " 
" Well, there is nothing at all like, or 


corresponding to it; but I can give you 
this for a pointer that the wool clip of 
1885 is now in the hands of wealthy 
men—some of whom are tho manu- 
facturers—and all of whom appear, to 
my observation, determined to hold the 
wool at a steady price." 
" What are your ideas concerning the 


future of the wool business f " 
" I think that wool will yet be king, 


in fi more extended dominion and with 
larger sway than cotton ever wus.'* 
" How do you put this ? " 
" Simply because good wool such as 


Utah Territory and other sources of sup- 
ply can justly boust of, will be in 
greater demand in the near future than 
it bus been in the past." 


"What leads you to think thus ?" 
"First, the manufacturers of America 


have prepared 'hemselves to compete 
with the manufacturers of Europe, and 
I caa see no reason why they could not, 
and should not compete in the markets 
of the world, wherever woolen goods 
are sold." 
"How about the relative merits of 


American and European manufactures?" 
" During the past decade, and prior 


to two years ago, there was no good 
machinery iu the Eastsm manufactories 
for making fine fabnoa of wool. Eng- 
land and Germany were furnishing the 
cloths for America. This was because 
our factories were not prepared to make 
first-class goods. 
Much of the machin- 


ery prior to this year had been running 
these twenty years and had not been 
improved to keep up with the age. 
Now a change has come." 


"Please inform the readers of the 


News as to the manner iu which this 
change has come." 


"You see, throughout all New Eng- 


Innd and the Enst the manufactories 
have cast aside tbeir rattle-trap looms, 
and in their stead have pluced the UPW- 
est ancl.coost modern devices, and will, 
from this forward, send forth clotbs, 
that for texture aud Uuish will not be 
excelled in the world. I sht.ll expect in 
another Spring to see our merahaut 
tailors' shelves filled with these new 
goodd of new patterns mttde by Ameri- 
can looms and spun from the wool of 
American sheep. This will change the 
tide of prosperity in favor of the flook- 
nmsier; and wool, instead of cotton 
may yet be king " 
" This, of course, gives Utah and 


Idaho sheep raisers a well-founded hope 
for more remunerative returns from 
tbeir bauds, and will induce them to 
enlarge their operations." 
" I should naturedly think it would. 


But allow me to add one word of cau- 
tion to this talk, if yon intend publish- 
ing it. To prosper none but the finest 
of sheep should be raised. 
Coarse 


wool, such as'there is raised just near 
hero will be- down at the low gratia of 
the ill bred brutes of South Afric.i and 
Australia. But the better kinds, as we 
find them within a region covered by a 
rudious of 600 miles from Ogden, will 
rise to the top, being equal, if not su- 
perior, to the California grade." 
" What is the standard weight of 


fleeces moat desirable for the trade ? " 


"About nix pounds; a sheep that 


clips less than that is not much of a 
profit to its raiser." 
" How is Utah adapted to the sheep 


trade ? " 
" Splendidly, indeed it cannot be ex- 


celled by. auy of its neighbors. All it 
needs is the careful selection of the best 
and healthiest breeds and unceasing 
watohcare by the flock-master."

The appointment of Mr. Waite, a To- 


ledo lawyer, who was only known at 
Washington as one of the counsel in tho 
Geneva Conference, to be Chief Justice, 
naturally created 
some surprise 
at 


Washington, writes Ben. Perley Poore 
to the Boston Budget; it became known, 
however, that it was tho result of the 
inner workings of Ohio politics. When 
the Whig paity iu that Stita was aban- 
doned, its old leaders naturally drifted 
into the Republican paity. Ewing aad 
Covwiu were such devoted Whigs thai 
they never fairly and fully became in- 
stalled in the new organization, but De- 
lano, Galloway, Ben Stantou, Schenck, 
Godclard, Wnite, Horton, and 
many 


others less prominent, very heartily en- 
tered the new organizations, though 
they did uot seek prominence, and, as 
Chase was Governor of the State, he 
very naturally bucauie the promiueul 
Republican figure in Ohio. 


The ambition of Governor Chase to 


become President led him into the error 
of calling about him as his confidential 
advisers chiefly such men as had form- 
erly acted with the Democratic party, 
while at the name time he spared DO 
pains to cripple every prominent Re- 
publican who had been a leading Whig 
in the State. A bitter warfare was the 
result, and Chase found himself power- 
leas to crush out nil those men. In 
their local districts they were popular, 
and Delano made a strong contest far 
the United States SeuiUorship against 
Chase before the Legislature, in the 
Winter of 1959-60. Iu the Summer of 
1860 several of those old Whigs turned 
up in the Chicago Convention, greatly 
against the wishes of Mr. Chase, and it 
will be remembered that Mr. Delano 
seconded the nomination of Mr. Lincoln 
in a brief speerh, which at ouce blasted 
the prospects ot Mr, Chase and Rave 
great encouragement to Mr. Lincoln's 
friends. 
Practically, 
tbnt 
closed 


out 
Mr. Chase in 
Ohio, 
and 
he 


was never again before the people of 
this State aa a candidate for any posi- 
tion. 
Scbeuck became Minister to 


Eugland aad Delano became Secretary 
of the Interior. 
The Utter, although 


not intimately acquainted wilh 
Mr. 


Waite, knew him to be a man of emi- 
nent legal abilities, conscientious and 
worthy of any trust and position within 
the gift of the Government. When the 
Presidont was looking about for suita- 
ble men to serve as counselors for the 
Government ut Geneva, Secretary De- 
lano at once thought of the man who 
hud sympathized with him against the 
Chase dynasty, and named Mr. Waite 
to the President, who having great con- 
fidence in the judgment of Mr. Delano 
appointed Mr. Waite. 
All know the 


highly creditable manner in which Mr. 
Waite acquitted himself at Geneva. 
When the President had twice failed to 
appoint an acceptable person to the 
position of Chief Justice, he cousuited 
with his Cabinet officers upon the sub- 
ject, and Secretary Delano again rec 
commended bis friend Waite, and the 
President adopted the suggestion.

For the year ending September 1st 


the Paradise Valley Mining Company, 
iu consequence of tho detraction of 
their mill by fire, worked a little lees 
thai) eight mouths. In that time their 
mines produced $185,909 52, on which, 
iu consequence of the dinoonnt on bull- 
ion they realized but $153,329 60, the 
loss being $32,580 92. The average ex- 
penditure of the company amounted to 
about $12,000 per mouth, nearly one- 
half of which was paid out for steel 
and iron drills, picks, machinery etc, 
Were it not for the high tariff, the first 
cost of their steel and iron would be 
nearly one-half less than it now is. 


This difference the silver miners pay 


to the iron producers of the Atlantic 
States, yet the iron men do not seem to 
appreciate it, as they join with the 
bankers in their warfare against silver. 
The idea of being reciprocal, and aiding 
in protecting silver mining, which is an 
American industry as much as iron 
raining, never enters 
their minds. 


Their policy seems to be to protect 
Eastern industries, exact the highest 
price for every article from the non- 
manufacturing silver States aud Terri- 
tories, and aid the London and New York 
brokers in depreciating the value of the 
principal product of those States and 
Territories. 


Venr Presidential Terms. 


We have now too many elections. The 


enormous business of our vast conntry 
suffers a partial paralysis every fourth 
year. The danger that a change in ad- 
ministration may result in a change in 
the tariff, currency, coinage, internal 
revenue, or foreign affairs, affects every 
merchant in the lanii, curtails business, 
produces contraction and failures, and 
is attended by no corresponding bene- 
fit. That eight years ia preferred fot 
the Presidential term by the people is 
shown by the fact, that out of our fifteen 
Presidents, seven have been re-elected, 
while in other instances the attempt has 
often been made either to nominate or 
re-elect the retiring President.—O. T.
